A Kansas City man writing to the 
Post of that city touches on a phase 
of the political situation that is of in­ 
terest, not only to him, but to other 
thinking men. 
It is one of the problems peculiar to 
this country that is very hard to un­ 
derstand and 
yet prevails to an ex­ 
tent that causes bewilderment among 
those who think political alignments 
should be 
based upon fundamental 
beliefs rather than upon hard and fast 
party affiliations 
based upon issues 
dead for ages past. 
Why will men sacrifice their hon­ 
est, sincere Christian 
convictions at 
the behest of a few political bosses? 
The letter reads: 
I am a member of one of the larger 
churches of our fair city, a church 
that stands for and contributes in a 
large way to home and foreign mis­ 
sions, its pastor tries at all times to 
impress on his membership the value 
and importance of unselfish service in 
our Master’s cause. 
He emphasizes 
the necessity of carrying out our 
Lord’s command to preach His gospel 
to all nations. 
On his return 
from 
France, he spoke strongly in favor of 
the League of Nations as a means of 
avoiding future wars, and as being a 
step in the direction of bringing about 
that peace on earth for which 
we 
pray, “Thy Kingdom come,” and es­ 
pecially 
did 
he 
point to the great 
value of the league as a means of 
bringing about a better understanding 
among the peoples of the earth and 
removing many dangers that now be­ 
set the path of the Christian mission­ 
ary. 
I was, and am, a great admirer of 
my pastor. I love him dearly. I was 
also a great admirer of ex-President 
Taft. His logic in favor of the league 
was unanswerable. 
Now, both Taft and this said min­ 
ister are for Harding, against the 
League of Nations. Taft, I suppose for 
political reasons, that is, loyalty to the 
party that once put him in the presi­ 
dential chair, will throw away the 
splendid work he has done as head of 
the league to enforce peace, smother 
his conscience and sell his birthright 
for a mess of pottage. 
But how about the 
minister 
who 
was in favor of the league as above 
stated, and who has been strongly ad­ 
vocating religious world movements. 
How can he support a man who says 
he will scrap the league, and that he 
has no definite constructive policy to 
offer in its stead? 
HOW CAN SUCH 
BIG MEN BE SO LITTLE is more than 
I can understand. 
I say little advis­ 
edly, because this preacher, so far as 
I know, has no better reason to offer 
than that he is against it, the league, 
because Wilson is for it. 
The article of Dr. C. M. Sheldon in 
the Post is refreshing and encourag­ 
ing. If I could have my way, I would 
stand with the great and illustrious 
Roosevelt, and 
have 
a league with 
teeth in it sure enough. 
However, if I could not support *his‘ 
league as a beginning and a stepping 
stone toward solving the problems of 
nations in a better and less wasteful 
way than the expnsive one we have 
just passed through I would be oppos­ 
ed to sending out missionaries of the 
gospel, opposed to dealing with for­ 
eign nations, and let the bolsheviki 
fight it out, let the Armenians and the 
near East starve, and look out for the 
and Uncle Sam, just us two and no 
more; then when I stand before the 
Great White Throne.'

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WAS IT A FAILURE? 
Many writers are already inscrib­ 
ing the obituary notice of Russian Bol­ 
shevism and are setting 
down 
the 
reasony why the Russian Soviet State 
went to pieces. 
The discussion is a 
trifle premature, but it does show how 
the thoughts of men are running and 
what the trend—or rather trends—of 
opinion will be as to the merits of the 
various policies that have been pur­ 
sued by the several western nations 
towards Russia. 
By a large number of contemporary 
writers all those policies have been 
condemned 
in 
the 
most 
vigorous 
terms. 
Nothing could 
well 
exceed 
the plainness with which the Ameri­ 
can policy, for instance, has been cri­ 
ticized even in the house of its friends. 
Those Americans who most severely 
criticize the American attitude are al­ 
so for the most part critical 
of the 
French attitude and are inclined to 
praise the course followed by Lloyd 
George. 
They 
complain, 
however, 
that Washington and Paris between 
them 
have 
prevented 
the 
Lloyd 
George policy from being carried out, 
which is largely true, 
and so they 
blame Washington and Paris for what 
they call the failure of the Western 
nations to deal successfully with Rus­ 
sia. 
But has there been a failure? 
If 
the Russian Soviet regime of Lenine 
and Trotzky is really 
about to col­ 
lapse, it can hardly be claimed that 
there has been. If the Bolshevik 
movement in Russia comes to an end 
in the immediate future, the policy of 
the Western nations must be regard­ 
ed not as having failed but as having 
been marvelously successful. 
Bolshevism 
wras 
a tremendous, a 
colossal force. With Europe demoral­ 
ized and almost paralyzed by the war, 
and with the seeds of Bolshevism al­ 
ready implanted in every European 
population, there wras every reason to 
fear that this new and frightful mon­ 
ster wrould sweep over the wThole con­ 
tinent. The wonder is that it did not 
do so months ago; and if its failure 
to do so is a permanent failure, that 
in itself will be the best and the all 
sufficient proof that the statesman­ 
ship which managed 
to 
bring the 
world through that danger was not 
the short-sighted, blundering, foolish 
thing that so many have called it.
